‘CHURCH AT JASPER 18S 


SOLDIER’S MONUMENT 

Unique among the churches of Can 
ada is the little church of St’ Mary 
and St George of Jasper, which was 
consecrated receritly by the Bishop 
cf Edmonton. The building a beautiful 


- structure of stome and stucco with a 


tiled roof was built at a cost of 
$17,000 from a design by A. M. Cald 
eren of Edmonton, and is a gift to 
the parish from a lady in England, 
who wishes her name to re main an- 
onymous. It was presented in memory 
of her son who was killed in war, and 
beneath the corner stone which was 
laid last year by His Excellency The 
Governor-General lies the testament 
which was found on the young man’s 
body when he was carried out of ‘No 
Man’s Land” The furnishings and 
fitingss of the church were also the 
gift of the unkonwn donor, while the 
bell was presented by ae Will- 
ingdon. 


ADMIRAL OILS GOING 


STILL FARTHER DOWN 


ARE REMOVING BIG LINER 
FROM UNSATISFACTORY 
OIL SAND 


Although the oil sand which was 
reached at the site of the Admiral 
well west of town gave great promise 
it was considered unsatisfactory and 
the company have decided to re- 
nvove the big liner, and continue on 


‘down to a greater depth. Messrs 


Maxwell and Boggs are détermined 
to give the. site the best possible 
dest obtainable and the gigantic mach 
imery installed there is capable of go 
ing down to hitherto undreamt of 
depth in the hope of striking the 
real big producing pool] which it 
geologically adsuncd must underlie 
this territory. 

Work is still being continued un- 
der the supervision of Mr Tom 
Sugars on the wells north of town, 
vod we are informed that it is the 
intention of the direqtons to start at 
the site of the Dome holdings within 
a short time. 

The sand wihch is still coming in 
with the oil flow at the Wainwells 
No. 4 well is still causing trouble al- 
though it is hoped to eventually 
overcome this detriment, and special 
pumps dre being tried out on this. 

Bethwain is now working three 
towers, and their casing has been de 
livered to the site. The electric light 
eu denricks of this and other compan 
ies form quite a landmark for the 
Cistrict through the darker houns. 

At the Beaument Oils wells where a 
tairly saturated sand waa picked up 
near the 2,000 foot level, drilling still 
conitinues with the core barrel being 
used very frequently in advance to 
tronoughly test the strata below. Sev 
eral gas straitas have been struck at 
the site, but these have been shut off 
aS fhe hole was deepened. 


The Alma Meat Market also are 
making a start on their new store

ure. This building is to have a full 
sized basement, which will give 
excellent storage accommodation, and 
the store.is to be fitted with tihe most 
modern of midait shop appliances’ such 
as frigidaire counters and so forth. 
The building will be 25 by 40 feet 
with flat ropf of asbestos, 

The new store for the A. Sawers 
business is well under way, the base- 
mem, being in and the walls now nis- 
ing rapidly. This is of hollow wall 
concrete construction, and is on the 
east side of Main street. 

The baseménit is now ready for the 
O,. Hannah business, and work is to 
start as soon as possible upon this 
erection upon the old site at the cor- 
ner of Second avenue. Within a few 
days also the new Washburn Hard- 
ware will be started upon at the new 
store site next the Royal bank on 
Main street. 

We understand that Messrs Snyder 


and Lally, who contemplate building 
jointly a modern fire~proof structure 
on their old site have not yet quite 


decided as to the size of this, but in 
all probability hollow tile will be 
used for the walls, etc. and a 2- 
storey structure will be erected in 
the near future. ©

In regard to the re-building of the 
hotels, a rumor was current in town 
on. Monday that the Calgary Brewing 
Co had purchased the former site of 
the Wainwright hotel, and that they 
were considering the erection of a 
fully modern fireproof house on that 
corner. M. A. B, Palmer, of Vancouv 
er, who was in town for several days 
last -week end, is also pidniiiig® to 
build a hotel at the corner of Main 
and Fimst. This would be a fire- 


class hotel erection with possibly 


sixty rooms, and would without doubt 
ada grictly to the entrance appear- 


ance of our town, as well as make 


a much more attractive Main street 
The project is one that can hardly 
fail to interest our business men for 
with such a block right facing the 
new big depot the travelling public 
would receive such an impression of 
our town as never prevailed before. 

Last week also saw the arrival in 
town of Mr Macdonald, provincial 
architect, and after looking things 
over and reporting back to the prov- 
inc:al authorities it has been decided 
that the new liquor vendor’s store is 
to he of solid construction, this to be 
built immediately south of the new 
Star office on Main street. With re- 
g4rd to the quarters for the resident 
cfficers of the A.P.P. we learn that 
a ceal has now been completed where 
by the residence for the sergeant is 
to be erected on the old site at the 
corner of King and Third, while the 
barracks accommodation will he upon 
tne same property, the government 
having decided to buy the two lots 
et that location. , 

Although many others of our busi 
ness men are planning to build their 
permanent stores, nothing definite is 
being. give out for publication and 
later issues will have to chronicles 
these activities. 

This week, too, Dr Middlemass has 
taken out the permit for a splendid 
new drug store and office building 
to be erected on his Main street pro- 
perty. This will be 25 by 50 feet,- of 
fireproof construction, with a brick 
aud plate glass front addition. Work 
started on this project on Tuesday 
moming. 

Messrs Forster & Brunker who 
heve been carrying on in their tem- 
porary quartens so successfully at 
the comer of Third and Main, are 
now completing their arrangements 
for the building of their permanent 
showroom, workshops, etc. We under 
stand that it is their intention to 
erect a joint building, with com- 
modious garage plant in addition, 
and in this is to be installed the lat- 
est machinery for the continuation 
of their business on a still larger 
scale 

Taken altogether the business men 
of Wainwright are to be highly com- 
plimented upon the manner in which 
they are meeting adversity in the 
shape of their terrible loss, and the 
stocks of goods which are now at 
hand in their temporary quanters 
would well dhame many a place which 
had years of establishment behind it. 
and which had never met the struggie 
from which Wainwright is no nobly 
rising.

FABYAN PETE GETS 
NEW TANKS & LINES 


NEWT. HARVEY EXPECTS BIG 
PRODUCTION AT 
NEW SAND 


The Haliburton Cement Co. are to 
commence right. away on cementing 
in the casing on the top of the new 
sand which was picked up at the 
Mabyan Pete well, at Fabyan. This 
casing has now alll been run and the 
nodle reamed to tthe oi! sands which it 
is figured are of great thickness. The 
sand was cored for a depth of fifteen 
feet, and the barrel brought up sam- 
ples of the best saturaition seen in 
the field; the oil being of a lighter 
gravity than hitherto secured. 

It is inttended.as soon as the cem 
ent job is ready (about ten days to 
two weeks) to bring the well into pro 
duction, and for this purpose men’ 
are busy laying a pipe ling and build 
ing storage tanks to take care of 
the product there. 

The Fabyan Pete Co., with Mr R. 
E. Williams as managing director 
have entered into some four or five 
agreemenits for drilling rights upon 
their 14,000 acres of oil rights and 
Mr A. B. Palmer, of Vancouver, who 
was here last week, has completed 
a deal whereby his company, the Pal 
mer Petroleums, will commence to 
drill on some of these leases in the 
near future. Both Mr. Williams and 
Mr. Palmer left for the coast to make 
arrangements to this end. 

Although a very heavy gas ressure 
was encountered hast Thursday, this 
was successfully headed off, and 
Mr. Newt. Harvey the head driller 
fully expects to bring’ in one of the 
best wells in the district when the 
cement is finally drilled through. 


REPORT NEW GRADES 
WILL BE REQUESTED 


INSPECTION AND HANDLING aa 
WHEAT MAY BE 
REVISED

WINNIPEG — Recommendations 
of certain far-reaching changes in| 
connection with the grading and mar 
keting of wheat will be embodied in 
the report of the Saskatchewan grain 
commission which recently conclud | 
ed its hearings according to Chiet | 
Justice J. T. Brown, of Regina chair 
man of the commission. 

It is understood that the establish 
ment of new grades will be recom- 
mended and several changes in the 
grading regulations. Inspection of 
wheat may come in for fairly drastic 
changes and handling of wheat at 
the elevators both coutnry and ter 
minal be made the subject of revision 
The report may indicate that regula 
tims governing the hauling of the 
grain at the port of Montreal are de 
ficient and suggest how they might 
be improved. 


WANWRIGHT QM FIELD 
BETTER THAN 
BELEVED, SAYS REP" 


Three derogatory criticisms of the 
Wainwright oil field in Albenta, first 
that the Wainwright oil is “no good” 
second that the water troubles there 
hinder operations ond third and most 
vital that production pogsibilities are | 
poor in that area are refuted by in- 
vestigation of the three changes the 
“Financial Counsel” of ,.Montreal stat 
ed in.a current report. 

The statement that the oil produc 
ed from the Wainwright structure is 
no good for commercial purposes is 
completely at variance with the find- 
ings made from tests conducted by 
the Universal Oil Products Company 
owners of the famous Dubb’s process 
of cracking, made a couple of years 
ago and published by the Scientific 
and Industrial Research Council of 
Alberta in March 1927. On page 9 of 
this. report the Universal Oil Prod- 
ucts Company is quoted as saying of 
the Wainwright crude fis it had test 
ea ‘that the cnacked génoline has 
very high anti-knock properties, be 
ing equivalent to the cracked gaso- 
line from our Smackover crude in 
that respect. . 

Great Anti-Knock Qualities 

“This cracked gasoline is the equiv 
alent in anti-knock properties of any 
gasoline which is now being produc 
ed commercially in any part of the 
world. Stated in terms of a Mid-Con 
tinent gasoline and benzol mixture 
the cracked gasoline from the Wain- 
wright crude is equal to a Mid-Con- 
tinent straight run gasoline, contain 
ing in a mixture therewith, 28 per- 
cent of .commercial benzol” 

With regard to the statement that 
water does not allow the successful 
operation of oil wells in the Wain- 
wright field the same report states: 
“The question of water and mineral 
matter in the oil will not affect the 
commercial cracking to any extent 
which would prevent consideration of 
cracking’ The Dubb’s process is to 
cay handling charging stocks con- 
taining several per cent of water, to 
gether with mineral matter such as 
are present in the Wainwright crude 

Several Producers There 

The Wainwright ficld has already 
four sniall producers of crude oil and 
several gas wells. The Wainwell Oil 
Company ‘has brought in three oil 
wells and a gasser. No. 1 well is not 
producing at present as it is under 
stood to be shut off during deepening 
operations. No. 4 well is producing on 
pump and water is successfully being 
shut off Admiral Oils Limited are 
drilling a well as an offset to Wain- 
well No. 4 using the Haliburton pro 
cess of pressure cementing to success 
fully shut off water this being the 
urst time this particular process has 
been used in the Wainwright field, 
Okalto, Peninsula and Daugherty Pet 
roleum companies have recently com 
pleted financing for an extensive drill 
ing programme in Wainwright. There 
are at least a dozen new operators 
under way and probably twice as 
many preparing to start. 

The marketing problem is now well 
taken care of by the completion of 
the Associated Refineries Limited 
with a capacity of about 20 barrels 
an hour. Wainwell Oils also owns a 
refinery with a capacity of approx- 
imately 10 barrels an hour. A very 
great deal of valuable work is being 
Cone in the Wainwright field today 
and its future seems at the present 
time to be more hopeful than at any 
time in the past, Financial Counsel 
stated.

CNR. COMMENCE 
ERECTION OF DEPOT 


NEW BUILDING TO BE FULLY 
MODERN OF CONCRETE 
AND STUCCO 


Affter a wait of many months—in- 
deed the old building was destroyed 
.a1st November—the Canadian Nation 
ai Railways have decided to erect a 
new depot at Wainwright which will 
be fully in keeping with others in 
much larger centers. 

Last week end saw the start made 
with the big steam shovel on the dig 
ging of the basement, atc., for a 
structure which will cover an area of 
something like 45 feet by 150 feet and 
be of two storeys. This will house all 
the usual depot staff as well as the 
station restaurant and also provide 
space for the express and baggage 
rooms. 

Both men's and women’s waiting 
rooins and toilet accommodation are 
provided for, and these will be fully 
modern with connections to a sani- 
tary system which is to be construct 
ea in conjunction at the south of the 
roundhouses across the yards. 

Steam heating as before will be 
provided from the roundhouse, and 

the whole structure will be such a 
one as Wainwright may well feel 
proud of. Mr Charlie Tredger, one of 
Wainwright's old-timens is in charge 
of the work, and it is hoped to have 
the building ready for occupation 
within a couple of months. 

During ‘the work of re-building, 
the old railway-coach depot (to which 
we have all become quite used by 
row) has been moved some yards 
further west, and everything has been 
done to make the public accommoda 
tion as convenient as possible dur- 
ing the interim.

Wainwright 
and Rose Willow Institutes were er- 
tertained at May meeting. Interesting 
papers and musical programme were 
given. Grandmothers entertained at 
another meeting. Donation to Salva- 
tion Army of $10.00 

The report of Rose Willow Institute 
was given by Mrs Ford of Heath. Al 
though a small Institute of only eight 
ective metiibers the report is a eredit 
to any organization. Funds were rais- 
e’ by a bazaar sale of work and dance 
which realized nearly $87.00 also 
by silver teas, social evenings and 
whist parties, selling receipes of 
cakes and pickles, tea collections etc 
Fruit and flowers have been sent to 
sick in hospital and bereaved fam- 
ilies. A hamper of groceries algo gar- 
den seeds given to an immigration 
family to give them a start in Can- 
ada. Delegate was sent to convention 
and a dress making demonstration 
was held. 

The report of the Wainwright local 
was given by Mrs W. T. Brunker. A 
programme with musical numbers 
has been given at each meeting and 
many visitors entertained. who have 
sivwce become members as will show 
by increased membership from 28 to 
55. Funds raised by catering to 
dances, tea collections and donations 
enabling us to pay off final payment 
on hospital ward. Seven first aid kits 
have been donated to rural schools at 
a cost of $25.20. $33.55 was given to 
e3sist in cemetery work. A successful 
baby clinic was held, 60 being examin 
ed. Another baby clinic is to be held 
August 21. Raffa demonstration and 
iecture on ‘First Aid and Home Nurs 
ung’’ was held. Basketry course is 
planned for September. We are plan 
cing for a bazaar in the fall nearly 
$40.00 being expended on material to 
work etc. Flowers and fruit have been 
sent to sick and needy and Christ- 
nas boxes are alwavs sent.

frue, in one or two instance, the 
crop is of about the tsual return 
from the particular laud seen, but in 
7.08t Cases, the crop is likely to give 
2 pooier return than had at first been 
btoped. 

Some of the fields seen, where it 
was confidently expected that a pos- 
sibly ten bushels per acre would be 
reaped, will hardly retwm three 
bushels per acre. One farmer when in 
‘erviewed stated that he had hoped for 
at least ten bushels but that his 
tureshing had returned him only a 
Ktithe over two bushels per acre, and 
‘that in spite of scveral low places 
which had seemed to be promising a 
bunch of good grain. 

The oat crop with a very. short 
straw will likely profit a little from 
the last rains, although nothing like 
the usual returns for the Wainwright 
cistrict will be reaped for 1929. 

Hay, too, is likely to be a scarce 
commodity this year, and several far 
mers are turning their stock into the 
grain fields to conserve their hay for 
winter feeding. 

The gardens, too, are nearly all 
miserable failures, with the cesult 
that potatoes are likely to be a real 
luxury before winter sets in. They 
now look so unpromising that most 
larmers are refusing to dig any un- 
til the latest moment, to thus give 
the mealy ones every chance possible 
to obtain a markettable size, on ac- 
count of the hills giving so poor re- 
turns.

2 according to Sec. 19 of the Weed 
Act, and any farmer having trouble 
in this respects should notify the mun 
1wwipal weed inspector and the neces- 
sary action will be taken.
